OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SWINTON  AND  PENDLEBURY 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eleventh  annual  report. 

The  birth  rate  at  15‘6  per  1,000  population  was  lower  than  it  has  been  for  the  past  nine 
years,  but  the  general  death  rate,  still  birth  rate,  and  infant  mortality  rate  all  fell  within  the  range 
of  fluctuation  which  has  been  characteristic  of  recent  years.  Unfortunately  maternal  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year,  the  first  since  1962. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  during  the  year  was  low,  and  no  situation  arose  which 
called  for  the  exercise  of  control  measures  on  an  extensive  scale.  .\t  the  time  of  writing  vaccination 
against  measles  has  become  generally  available,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  protection  will  be 
widely  used  so  as  to  modify  or  eliminate  the  outbreaks  affecting  particularly  the  infant  school  and 
pre-school  population  which  have  always  been  a  regular  feature  of  the  epidemiological  scene : 
children  who  have  not  already  had  measles  should  be  vaccinated,  only  one  injection  being  necessary, 
given  preferably  during  the  second  year  of  life. 

In  writing  my  last  annual  report,  I  recorded  the  fact  that  it  had  become  neceesary  to  pause 
in  the  process  of  the  representation  of  unfit  houses  in  order  to  allow  time  for  the  programme  of 
housing  provision  to  catch  up  with  the  programme  of  clearance.  In  respect  of  clearance  areas  this 
pause  lasted  in  fact  from  17th  June,  1963  until  18th  December  1967,  when  I  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  representations  in  respect  of  three  areas  totalling  62  houses.  During  the  year  1967 
rehousing  was  taking  place  of  people  living  in  areas  which  had  been  represented  in  1964  and  1965. 
(See  Table  XII). 

Work  on  Smoke  Control  Areas  has  been  going  on  steadily  and  the  Order  which  is  to  become 
operative  on  1st  September  19o8  comprises  the  largest  number  of  premises  (1,495)  yet  included  by 
the  Council  in  a  single  Order.  This  will  increase  from  26%  (as  at  the  end  both  of  1966  and  1967)  to 
to  36%  the  proportion  of  premises  in  the  Borough  which  are  subject  to  smoke  control. 

As  well  as  clean  air,  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  supply  is  essential  to  health,  and  in  view  of 
attention  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  year  to  the  need  to  consider  the  possibility 
of  contamination  of  drinking  water  supplies  by  lead  (i.c.  from  lead  pipes),  a  series  of  12  samples  was 
taken  from  houses  in  the  District  selected  at  random.  1  am  glad  to  record  that  the  Public  Analyst 
reported  favourably  on  these. 

It  would  be  unfitting  if  I  were  to  fail  to  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Mr.  Arthur  Gillibrand  who 
was  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  from  October  1949  :  it  is  sad  that  his  death  in  May  1968 
took  place  so  soon  after  his  retirement  in  October  1967.  My  thanks  are  due  to  his  successor  in  office,  Mr. 
Menarry,  whose  first  annual  report  is  presented  in  this  volume,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Departrnent 
for  their  loyal  service,  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  Officers  of  other  Departments  for  helpful  advice  and 
ready  co-operation,  and  to  you  for  the  support  and  confidence  you  have  given  throughout  the  year.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  area  of  the  Borough  is  3,363  acres.  The  Borough,  which  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
abuts  upon  the  Whitefield  U.D.C.  and  the  Borough  of  Prestwich,  where  for  four  and  a  quarter  miles 
the  River  Irwell  constitutes  the  North  Eastern  boundary.  On  the  Eastern  and  Southern  sides, 
Salford  and  Eccles  are  our  neighbours,  and  the  Folly  Brook  divides  the  Borough  from  Eccles.  The 
Sindsley  Brook  forms  most  of  the  Western  boundary  between  Eccles  and  Worsley,  and  North  of  this 
the  boundary  continues  with  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley  up  to  the  Irwell  again. 

The  highest  point  of  the  Borough  is  in  Clifton  at  the  Kearsley  boundary  where  the  contour 
is  306  feet  above  O.D.,  and  the  lowest  points,  in  the  North  at  Park  House  Bridge  being  99  feet,  and 
Folly  Brook  near  Birch  Road,  being  90-36  feet  above  O.D. 

The  general  configuration  of  the  land  is  that  of  an  escarpment  formed  along  the  A666  Road, 
falling  steeply  into  the  Irwell  Valley  North  Eastward  and  gradually  to  the  South.  The  sub  soil  is 
primarily  marl  on  clay  with  scanty  top  soil  and  pockets  of  sand  cropping  out  in  the  Agecroft  Area. 

POPULATION 

The  Census  of  1951  gave  a  population  of  41,294,  and  that  of  1961  a  population  of  40,450,  a 
decrease  of  844  persons.  The  mid-year  population  for  1967  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
40,760  persons. 


OCCUPATIONS 

The  town  now  contains  one  coal  mine  (Agecroft  Colliery),  2  cotton  mills,  two  iron  foundries* 
a  magnesium  metal  works,  a  very  large  battery  manufactory,  a  tile  and  pottery  works,  two  large 
timber  merchants,  five  building  contractors’  premises,  brass  founders,  engineers,  a  large  electricity 
generating  station,  one  large  plastic  works  and  3  large  food  wholesalers. 

These  industries  employ  much  local  labour,  both  male  and  female,  and  in  addition  large 
numbers  are  engaged  in  commerce  in  the  City  of  Manchester,  and  in  the  many  factories  of  the  Industrial 
Estates  of  Trafford  Park  and  surrounding  districts. 

BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1967  was  635  (335  males  and  300  females)  as  compared  with 
709  in  1966.  This  gives  a  live  birthrate  of  15-6  per  1,000  population,  as  compared  with  17-3  for  the 
previous  year,  and  the  average  rate  of  17-1  for  the  five  years  1962/66. 


STILLBIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 

The  stillbirths  numbered  12.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  19-0  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  as 
compared  with  16-6  in  1966,  and  20-4  in  1965. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

During  1967  there  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gives  an  infant 
mortahty  rate  of  16-0  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  28-2  in  1966.  The  average  rate  for 
the  five  years  1962/66  was  20-5,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18-3. 

The  neo-natal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occuring  in  the  first  month  of  hfe,  were  9, 
giving  a  neo-natal  mortahty  of  14-0  per  1,000  hve  births,  as  against  25-4  for  1966. 


DEATHS  (See  Tables  I  to  IV) 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  494,  compared  with  521  in  1966.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  12T  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  12-7  in  1966.  If  the  death- 
rate  for  the  District  is  to  be  fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it 
should  be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s  "comparability  factor”  (1T6  for  Swinton  and 
Pendlebury  in  1967)  to  give  the  “  adjusted  ”  death  rate  of  13-9  per  1 ,000  population.  This  factor 
takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different  districts  and,  in  respect 
of  the  year  1958  and  subsequent  years,  the  presence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which 
would  otherwise  weight  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that  district). 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  two  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  nil. 

Deaths  from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  totalled  39.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and 
bronchus  were  22,  the  same  as  in  1966,  and  from  all  forms  of  malignant  disease  were  98  against  109 
in  1966. 

Fifteen  deaths  occurred  in  infants  or  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  ;  331  occurred 
in  persons  aged  65  or  over. 

Accidental  deaths  totalled  8,  compared  with  10,  14,  15,  9,  and  19  in  the  previous  five  years. 
Three  of  these  deaths  in  1967  were  due  to  motor  vehicles  and  5  to  other  causes. 
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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  feS©  deathp  attributable  to  childbirth  in  connection  with  647  live  and  stillbirths 
which  occurred  in  1967,  giving  a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  3.09.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales  in  1967  was  0.20  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.

This  gives  for  1967  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  2.40  per  1,000  compared  with  2.66  per  1,000  in 
1966.  The  national  rate  for  1967  was  2.27  per  1,000.  The  22  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  give  for  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  a  death  rate  from  this  cause  of  0.53  compared  with  the 
national  rate  of  0.58. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  273  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis)  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  452  during  1966. 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and  in  the  various  wards  of  the 
town  is  shown  in  Table  V,  while  in  Table  VI  the  infectious  diseases  experience  of  1967  is  seen  along 
with  that  of  the  preceding  22  years. 

There  were  51  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  compared  with  15  in  1936  and  38  in  1965. 

For  the  nineteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified. 

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  recorded  in  the  district  during  the  year.  This  was  a 
late  diagnosis  made  retrospectively  in  a  girl  who  had  had  a  brief  and  apparently  insignificant  febrile 
illness  some  weeks  earlier.  No  other  cases  or  suspected  cases  occurred  in  the  district,  nor  was  any 
connection  discovered  with  cases  elsewhere. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are  given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and 
IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  10  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  (all  respiratory) 
and  that  there  were  2  deaths  (respiratory).  From  Table  \’!I  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate 
from  tuberculosis  in  1967  was  0.049  per  1,000  and  for  England  and  Wales  0.042. 

From  Table  VIII  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were,  as  at  the  end  of  1967,  92  persons  in  Swinton 
and  Pendlebury  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis,  and  a  further  7  suffering  from  the  non- 
respiratory  form  of  the  disease. 

Modern  methods  of  treatment  have  very  dramatically  reduced  the  death  rate  from  this  disease, 
as  can  be  seen  from  Table  IX.  Unfortunately,  however,  it  happens  in  a  minority  of  cases  that  though 
the  treatment  prolongs  life  for  many  years  it  does  not  effect  complete  cessation  of  activity  of  the  disease 
and  the  patient  passes  into  a  stage  of  chronic  infectivity.  Such  sufferers  from  tuberculosis  have  a  moral 
duty  to  the  community  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  pass  on  their  infection  to  others. 

We  must  never  forget  that  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  its  active  stage  is  an  infectious  disease 
to  which  young  people  and  adolescents  are  particularly  susceptible. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for  many  years  ;  should  the 
disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  vaccinations  done  in  the  District  during  1967  and

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Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  may  have  their  children  immunised 
from  the  age  of  four  months  against  these  diseases.  Three  injections  are  normally  given  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  one  month. 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and  by  general  practitioners  at 
their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to  general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card 
containing  particulars  of  these  immunisations.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during  the  year  by  Sabin  vaccine  given  orally  to  all 
persons  who  had  not  at  the  time  of  their  application  for  vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  also 
to  the  following  small  groups  : — 

(a)  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  country  outside  Europe,  other  than  Canada  or  the 
United  States  of  America. 

(b)  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental  hygienists,  student  hygienists,  dental 
surgeons’  chairside  assistants,  and  their  families. 

(cj  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals  and  their  families. 

(d )  Public  health  staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with  poliomyelitis  cases,  and  their  families 

During  the  year  under  report  the  number  of  persons  who  received  primary  vaccination  was  616 
compared  with  615  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  persons  who  were  given  re-inforcement 
doses  was  511  compared  with  501  in  1966. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  school  children  may 
be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to 
their  being  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be 
susceptible  to  this  disease.  During  1967,  253  school  children  were  skin-tested  in  this  manner,  236  of 
them  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  all  of  these  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G- 
.\ny  questions  about  B.C.G.  should  be  raised  with  the  School  Medical  Officer  at  the  clinic. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951,  gives  power  to  remove  compulsorily  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced  state  of  neglect  and  is 
unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

One  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  action  under  this  section  was  required. 

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  SUPERANNUATION  ACTS  1937—1953 

18  medical  examinations  of  persons  for  admission  under  the  above  Acts  were  made  during 
the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

I.  Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 

1.  Hospitals 

Two  hospitals  are  situated  within  the  District — (a)  The  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital, 
Pendlebury,  and  {b)  Swinton  Hospital,  Partington  Lane,  at  which  accommodation  is  provided  for 
mentally  severely  subnormal  children. 

The  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  is  served  in  the  main  by  the  under-mentioned  hospitals: — 
{a)  General — Salford  Royal  Hospital ;  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme  ;  Hope  Hospital,  Salford. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases — Ladywell  Hospital,  Salford ;  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 

(c)  Maternity — Hope  Hospital,  Salford  ;  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme  ;  Eccles  and  Patricroft 

Hospital. 

2.  Tuberculosis  Services 

While  certain  aspects  of  this  work,  more  particularly  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  cases  and 
contacts,  come  within  the  province  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
does  provide  the  following  : — 

(a)  Chest  Clinic,  Hope  Hospital,  Salford.  New  cases,  referred  by  their  family  doctors,  attend 
by  appointment. 

(b)  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  carried  out  periodically  in  the  District  by  the 
Board’s  No.  4  Unit,  which  is  based  on  Bolton. 

3.  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic 

St.  Luke’s  Clinic,  11,  Duke  Street,  Liverpool  Road,  Manchester,  3. 

II.  Services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 

Swinton  and  Pendlebury  is  one  of  the  three  constituent  districts  of  Lancashire  County  Council 
Health  Division  No.  15  which  in  addition  includes  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Worsley.

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V.  Public  Baths 


There  is  one  Swimming  Pool  75'  0"  x  30'  0",  containing  approximately  64,000  gallons.  The 
water  is  circulated  by  an  electrically-operated  pump  to  a  9'  0"  diameter  Bell’s  pressure  filter  capable 
of  dealing  with  18,000  gallons  per  hour. 

Before  filtration,  alum  and  soda  are  added.  After  passing  through  the  filter,  the  water  is 
chlorinated  and  aerated,  following  which  it  is  steam  heated  before  being  returned  to  the  pool. 

The  chlorine  and  chemical  treatment  is  controlled  by  regular  estimations  of  the  pH  Value 
and  the  amount  of  available  chlorine. 

The  dressing  rooms  and  pre-cleansing  showers  and  foot  baths  are  situated  outside  the  pool 
area,  so  that  no  contamination  is  brought  on  to  the  side  walks  by  incoming  bathers. 

Apart  from  the  Swimming  Pool,  there  are  10  Shpper  Baths  and  2  Showers,  which  are  well 
patronised. 

Samples  of  the  Swimming  Bath  water  are  sent  regularly  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  to  the  Borough  Analyst  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  maintained  to  a  satisfactory  degree  of 
purity.  The  results  of  these  samples  are  shown  in  Tables  XX  and  XXI  in  the  Appendix.

of  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  department 
and  on  the  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Services  during  1967. 

Several  Slum  Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed  during  the  year  and  other  Clearance  Areas  and 
individual  unfit  houses  have  been  represented  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  inspection  of 
this  type  of  property  continues  and  representations  will  be  made  in  due  course. 

Work  on  the  Swinton  No.  1  Improvement  Area  continues  slowly;  it  is  hoped  that  when  legis- 
jation  envisaged  in  the  Government’s  White  Paper  “Old  Houses  into  New  Homes”  is  implemented, 
work  on  other  Improvement  Areas  will  move  forward  at  a  greater  pace. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  the  No.  5  Smoke  Control  Area  and  it  is  hoped  to  submit  a  further 
area  to  your  Health  Committee  in  1968 ;  the  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  in  the  atmosphere 
noted  in  previous  reports,  whilst  not  spectacular,  continues. 

New  Public  Conveniences  on  the  Town  Centre  Development  were  brought  into  use  in  June, 
1967,  and  are  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  conveniences.  Considerable  damage  has  been  caused  by 
vandals,  whose  apprehension,  without  more  active  co-operation  by  members  of  the  public,  seems 
unlikely. 

Despite  staff  shortages  mainly  caused  by  illness  and  accidents,  ihe  men  of  the  Refuse  Collection 
service  have  maintained  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  district,  and  its  disposal  on  the 
Silverdale  Tip  has  been  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Continual  publicity  has  been  given  about  the 
service  operated  by  the  department  for  the  collection  of  furniture  and  bulky  refuse  from  houses.  Much 
time  has,  however,  been  wasted  in  clearing  refuse  of  this  sort  from  spare  land  and  road  verges 
throughout  the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Elwood  for  his  advice  and  support,  to  my  deputy,  Mr.  Elsby,  and  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

1.  HOUSING 


(a)  Slum  Clearance  (Table  XII) 

During  the  year  71  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  62  in  clearance 
areas  and  9  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

A  further  five  year  plan  has  been  prepared,  and  houses  from  this  plan  are  now  being  inspected 
and  represented. 

(b)  Sanitary  Defects  and  Disrepair  (Tables  XIII,  XIV  and  XV) 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  during  the  year  was  990,  and  the  number  of  complaints 
investigated  was  1,095.  As  a  result  of  notices  served  120  houses  were  "  made  fit.” 

(c)  Rent  Act,  1957. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  received  during  the  year  was  1, 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 


(d)  Housing  Acts  1949/65 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the  negligible  number  of  applications  lor 
discretionary  and  standard  grants  from  landlords.  In  1965  the  Corporation  decided  to 
implement  the  Ministry’s  circular  under  the  1964  Housing  Act  to  deal  with  the  important  problem  of 
house  improvement  by  declaration  of  improvement  areas,  and  the  Swinton  No.  1  Improvement  Area 
which  contains  83  properties  was  declared  by  the  Council  on  the  14th  March,  1966.  Suspended  and 
immediate  improvement  notices  have  been  served,  and  work  on  tenanted  properties  will  start  early 
in  1968.  Since  the  declaration  of  the  Area  several  of  the  owner/occupiers  have  taken  advantage  of 


grants  to  improve  their  houses. 

Grants  have  been  made  by  the  Corporation  as  follows  : 

The  substantial  increase  in  the  grants  paid  was  mainly  due  to  the  improvement  of  several 
blocks  of  property  by  the  National  Coal  Board.

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4.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  (Tables  XVII  to  XXI) 

(a)  General 

Routine  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  premises,  including  shops,  canteens  and  markets 
continues,  together  with  regular  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  for  analysis. 

Attention  is  given  to  food  sold  in  the  open  air  at  the  Corporation  Market  and  one  private  market. 

(b)  Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  (Table  XIX) 

132  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  purchased  during  the  year  and  the  Borough  Analyst  reported 
that  20  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  details  of  unsatisfactory  samples  are  hsted  in  the  notes  following  Table  XIX. 

(c)  Milk  Supply  (Tables  XVIII  and  XXI) 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  bottled  outside  the  Borough  by  firms  who  possess 
modern  equipment.  Many  employ  professional  staff  who  regularly  sample  supplies  of  milk  coming 
into  their  dairies  from  farms,  and  so  are  able  to  maintain  the  required  standards. 

The  one  producer  retailer  who  used  to  bottle  T.T.  milk  on  his  farm  in  the  Borough  has 
disposed  of  his  herd  and  is  now  operating  as  a  retailer  only. 

(d)  Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

There  are  now  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  The  local  butchers  prefer  to  buy  their  meat 
"off  the  hook,”  mostly  from  the  Manchester  Wholesale  Market.  Condemned  foodstuffs  are  incinerated 
or  buried. 

The  wholesale  food  merchants  co-operate  very  well  with  the  Department  and  inspections  of 
mainly  tinned  food  are  carried  out  upon  request ;  all  condemned  foodstuffs  being  surrendered 
voluntarily.

A  change  in  the  character  of  refuse  is  becoming  apparent  as  much  greater  bulking  is  notice¬ 
able,  and  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  has  still  further  accentuated  this  tendency. 
Unit  costing  either  per  1,000  population  or  per  1,000  premises  (or  both)  appears  to  be  the  only  true 
index  of  efficiency  as  the  great  variation  in  bulk  weight  ratio  makes  weighings  very  misleading.

(b)  Details  of  contraventions 

1 —  The  sample  of  beef  sausage  contained  53%  and  54%  of  total  meat  which  was  satisfactory.  However, 
both  samples  contained  undeclared  sulphur  dioxide  preservative  at  410  and  158  parts  per  million 
respectively.  The  vendors  were  informed  that  notices  should  be  conspicuously  displayed  informing 
the  purchasers  that  preservatives  were  used  in  the  sausages  bought  in  their  shops,  and  suitable 
notices  were  then  provided  and  displayed. 

2 —  A  Bread  Roll  brought  into  the  Department  by  a  member  of  the  public  contained  a  broken  match 
stick  with  a  burned  head  embedded  below  the  surface  of  the  roll.  A  warning  letter  was  sent  to 
the  manufacturers. 

3 —  A  sample  of  Buttered  Scone  was  found  to  be  spread  with  margarine  and  was,  therefore,  wrongly 
designated.  A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  vendor. 

4 —  (i)  A  sample  of  Gorgonzola  Cheese  was  submitted  as  a  result  of  a  complaint  by  the  purchaser. 
It  was  found  to  be  over-ripe.  Although  it  was  found  to  be  fit  for  human  consumption  it  was  not 
of  the  required  quality.  No  further  cheese  was  available  from  this  particular  batch.  The  vendor 
was  warned. 

(ii)  A  portion  of  Cheshire  Cheese  was  found  to  contain  a  number  of  small  dark  specks,  which 
when  separated  and  examined  microscopically  were  found  to  consist  of  vegetable  structures 
covered  with  atmospheric  grit.  A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer. 

5 —  The  description  of  Cough  Candy  Drops  constituted  a  recommendation  as  a  medicine  as  defined 
by  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  The  manufacturer  was  written  to. 

6 —  Junior  Swiss  Rolls.  These  were  again  submitted  as  a  result  of  a  complaint.  The  rolls  were  found  to 
be  stale  and  contained  a  mould.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  rolls  had  been  in  stock 
for  a  considerable  time  and  that  the  shop-keeper  had  not  practised  stock  rotation  as  prescribed  by 
the  manufacturers.  The  shop-keeper  was  properly  advised  on  stock  rotation  and  the  firm  was 
warned  that  all  shop-keepers  should  be  properly  instructed. 

7 —  (i)  Two  Meat  and  Potato  Pies  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  meat.  One  sample  contained  8%  of 
meat,  whilst  the  other  contained  not  more  than  1%  of  meat,  if  any.  It  was  decided  to  take  a 
further  sample  when  the  new  Meat  Pie  and  Sausage  Roll  Regulations  come  into  force. 

(ii)  A  third  Meat  and  Potato  Pie  contained  a  tuft  of  bovine  hair  and  a  small  amount  of  adhering 
flesh.  A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer  and  to  the  butcher  providing  the  meat. 

8 —  Meat  Pie.  The  crust  of  the  meat  pie,  again  submitted  as  a  result  of  a  complaint,  contained  a 
number  of  dark  specks  surrounded  by  a  small  area  of  pale  green  colour.  The  specks  were  found 
to  consist  of  iron  scales  and  the  green  colour  was  due  to  an  iron  compound  formed  with  the 
glazing  material  on  the  crust.  The  attention  of  the  baker  was  drawn  to  this  ofifence  and  a  warning 
letter  issued. 

9 —  A  bottle  of  Sterilised  milk  brought  into  the  Department  by  a  member  of  the  public  contained 
a  foreign  body.  This  was  identified  as  bacon,  and  information  received  suggests  that  this  small  piece 
of  bacon  had  gained  acce.ss  to  the  milk  after  it  had  been  opened.  No  father  action  was  warranted. 

10 —  Samples  of  Orange  Drink  and  Orange  Juice  were  incorrectly  labelled.  The  manufacturers  were 
written  to  and  new  labels  were  provided. 

11 —  An  opened  can  of  pears  in  heavy  syrup  was  submitted  with  a  complaint  that  it  had  an  oily  taste 
and  appearance.  The  sample  was  found  to  contain  1 .2  grammes  of  light  mineral  described  commer¬ 
cially  as  white  oil.  This  defect  was  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  canners  and  a  warning  given. 

12 —  A  sample  of  Pre-Packed  Peas  contravened  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  in  that  the  list  of 
ingredients  on  the  packet  was  not  in  the  correct  order.  The  manufacturer’s  attention  was  drawn 
to  this  matter  and  new  labels  were  issued. 

13 —  A  sample  of  steak  and  kidney  pudding  contained  21%  of  meat  which  included  less  than  1%  of 
kidney.  'I'his  was  declared  to  be  insufficient  by  the  Analyst.  It  was  decided  to  take  a  further 
sample  when  the  new  Meat  Pie  and  Sausage  Roll  Regulations  come  into  force. 

14 —  Toffee  Apple.  After  consuming  some  of  this  sample  a  child’s  teeth  were  stained  dark  green.  It  was 
found  that  this  was  due  to  the  artificial  colouring  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  toffee  apple.  The 
colouring  was  a  permitted  dye  and,  therefore  it  would  not  have  been  harmful  to  the  child.  However, 
far  too  much  had  been  used  and  the  manufacturer  was  advised  to  mix  the  colouring  according  to 
the  instructions. 

15 —  Vegetex  Tablets.  This  preparation  is  said  to  consist  of  various  dried  and  powdered  vegetables 
which  were  declared  on  the  label,  and  the  Analyst  found  the  formula  to  be  correct.  However,  the 
claims  by  the  manufacturer  made  for  the  treatment  of  rheumatism,  lumbago  and  neuritis,  etc., 
were  contested  by  the  Analyst,  and  this  opinion  was  conv  eyed  to  the  manufacturer.  The  attention 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  also  drawn  to  this  offence. 
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(c)  Food  Surrendered  as  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption
